H. Wheeler, Esq., opened the ar- 
gument for the defendent, he was 
followed by,J.B. Home Esq., for 
the plaintiff S. J. Lee, Esq., of 
Charleston, commenced his argu- 
ment but the matter was adjuourn- 
ed on account of the lateness of 
the hour. On Wednesday evening 
additional affidavits were filed on 
both sides touching matters al- 
ready in evidence aod Mr. Lee 
resumed bis argument at the ¢on- 
clusion of which Judge Hudson 
took the papers and announced 
that he would as soon as possi- 
ble rendér his decision. On 
Friday he anvnouced his decis- 
ion which is as_ follows:
